In  other  words,  what  is  the  main  insight 
about  life  or  about  people  that  this  story  serves  to  illustrate?  Explain  your  answer  in  a 
complete  paragraph. 
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f.  How  important  is  the  setting  to  accomplishing  the  purpose  of  the  story?  Could  the  same 
story  be  told  in  any  setting?  Explain. 


g.  Why  doesn’t  the  barber  kill  Captain  Torres?  Justify  your  response  using  evidence  from 
the  story.

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3.  In  this  section,  you  learned  that  ballads  are  a form  of  poetry  that  are  intended  to  be  sung  and 
whose  purpose  is  to  tell  a narrative. 

Following  is  a ballad  that  tells  of  a tragic  event  that  occurred  on  April  29,  1903.  On  that  day, 
there  was  a rock  slide  that  devastated  the  small  mining  community  of  Frank,  Alberta. 
Because  of  its  magnitude,  a number  of  legends  developed  surrounding  the  event.  One  legend 
holds  that  it  wiped  out  the  entire  town  except  for  one  survivor — a baby  girl  who  was 
subsequently  named  “Frankie  Slide.”  The  truth,  however,  is  that  two-thirds  of  the  townsfolk 
survived.

To  record  your  reading,  use  an  audiocassette  recorder  or  any  other  appropriate 
technology  that  your  teacher  will  accept.  Submit  your  recording,  fully  and  clearly 
labelled,  with  this  Assignment  Booklet. 


Here  are  some  suggestions  to  help  you  prepare  and  complete  this  assignment: 

• Choose  the  poem  that  you  like  or  understand  best. 

• Rehearse  the  reading  before  you  record  it.  Be  sure  that  you  know  the  meanings  of  all 
the  words  and  that  you  can  pronounce  them  correctly. 

• Read  the  poem  at  an  appropriate  pace.  Don’t  read  too  quickly  or  too  slowly. 

• Pause  for  dramatic  effect.  Don’t  pause  at  the  end  of  a line  unless  the  punctuation 
necessitates  it. 

• Read  with  appropriate  emotion  or  enthusiasm.  Remember  to  use  such  techniques  as 
pauses,  variety  in  volume,  changes  in  speed,  and  emphasis  of  particular  words  to  make 
your  interpretation  interesting  and  effective. 

• Think  about  the  rhythm  in  the  poem.  Don’t  exaggerate  the  rhythm  or  the  rhyme.  Make 
it  as  natural  as  is  appropriate. 

• Experiment  with  volume  by  reading  a stanza,  listening  to  the  recording,  and  then 
adjusting  the  levels  on  your  recording  device  or  the  volume  of  your  voice  so  that  your 
recording  is  as  clear  as  it  can  be. 

• Be  sure  to  begin  your  reading  by  identifying  the  poem  by  its  title  and  the  poet’s  name.

• On  page  18,  write  a brief  explanation  of  how  each  graphic  relates  to  the  corresponding 
quotation. 


Note:  The  following  suggestions  and  guidelines  may  help  you  complete  this  assignment: 

• Create  an  extended  title  that  focuses  on  an  important  aspect  of  narrative  poetry  that  you 
wish  to  explore.  State  a definite  position  or  opinion  in  this  extended  title.  The  three 
quotations  that  you  choose  should  serve  as  detail  to  support  that  opinion. 

• The  position  or  opinion  expressed  in  the  title  should  focus  on  a significant  aspect 
relating  to  your  study  of  narrative  poetry.  For  example: 

- Robert  Service  depends  on  exaggeration  to  create  humour  in  “The  Shooting  of  Dan 
McGrew.” 

- Unlike  most  traditional  ballads,  Stan  Rogers’  “White  Squall”  attempts  to  teach  a 
moral  lesson. 

- The  parents  in  Alden  Nowlan’s  “Warren  Pryor”  have  done  more  harm  than  good. 

Do  not  restrict  yourself  to  the  previous  four  suggestions.  If  there  is  another  position 
concerning  any  of  the  poems  that  you  wish  to  explore,  please  feel  free  to  do  so. 

• Choose  quotations  that  you  can  comment  upon  to  develop  or  defend  your  position. 
Keep  the  quotations  brief. 

• For  each  of  the  quotations,  compose  one  or  two  brief  sentences  that  explore  or  defend 
your  position. 

• Find  or  create  graphics  that  somehow  illustrate  the  generalized  point  being  made  in 
each  of  the  quotations.  Do  not  try  to  find  illustrations  that  correspond  to  the  words  in 
the  quotations  on  the  literal  level.  Think  of  the  general  issues  or  emotions  raised  by  the 
quotations.

Assessment  Criteria  (12  marks) 

• The  student  has  expressed  a position  or  opinion  in  the  title  that  needs  to  be 
supported  with  evidence.

• The  student  has  briefly  commented  on  how  the  graphics  support  the  discussion  of 
the  topic  and  the  quotations. 

• The  writer  has  edited  to  eliminate  errors  in  spelling,  grammar,  sentence  structure, 
capitalization,  and  punctuation.
